Tomorrow Mr. Bryan will discuss the 
causes of the war, and on Friday he 
will present his plan for bringing about 
peace.

“I shall tomorrow . discuss the origin 
of the war and the reasons which led 
the nations of Europe to march, as if 
blindfolded, into. the» bloody conflict 
which now rests like a pall over the fair- 
est parts of the old world; today let us 
consider the war as it is and the injury 
it:is doing to the neutral nations.

Legislature 
would have ‘unlimited wer to tax: in- 
dutry and property without limit,”’ said 
Mr. Sherman. “ Invalidism. insurance 
alone-in this State woula ¢ost $18,000,- 
000 a year, of which the State would 
‘be called. upon to contribute $8,000,000 
out of its own treasury. ~. ‘ 

“To fitiate the scheme and put it in 
full operation at once would cost the 
State at least $60,00,000. ‘The cost of 
insurance against unemployment would 
be incalculable: The adoption of. the 
measures before you would mean the 
abrogation of all protection for industry 
against spoilation and would change 
the nature of qur Government from what 
it is at present into a ferm of State so- 
sialism. , 

Mr. Babel said that no undue. burdens 
should be put on industry at the present 
time. The next twenty years, he as- 
serted, would be the most crucial period 
in the industrial development of this

Frepmric C.. Howp .was surprised 
when the audience at the anti-prep- 
aration meeting of the Woman's 
Peace Party warmly. applauded his 
argument that the people should vote 
whether or ‘not to declare war and 
that those who voted in the affirma- 
tive should be sent to the front. “TI 
thought,” he.said, taken aback, “you 
“would . consider .that . the. silliest 
“thing I would say.” It was a justi- 
fiable expectation. Mr. How® could 
hardly have expected any audience of 
adults to applaud an argument which 
assumed that the country was full 
of bloodthirsty jingoes when anybody. 
‘able to read-can: find for himself that 
nobody is advocating war. For a 
grown man to’ get up before grown 
women and talk as if a large num- 
ber of Americans, or any. Americans, 
were clamoring’ for war-is a study ‘in 
human folly which might be expected 
to provoke a smile, but not a hand- 
clap.

RETALIATION AT-“LAST. 
What has been feared has come to 
pass. .The era of rétalidtion and re- 
prisal-has set in; as if‘the war were 
not frightful enough already, afd it is 
probably about to enter upon «a 
sterner phase. Frightfulness, invoked 
by Germany, is to be returned “upon 
her head. .The.official bulletin issued’ 
in Paris distinctly says that the bom- 
bardment of Karlsruhe from the air

_It.4s greatly to-be.deplored. Retalia- 
tion ‘is: Tecognized. by the usages of 
war, ‘and the Allies have been: ‘much 
slower to. invoke. it than has usually 
been the case. Retallation has Been} 
accepted in: all wars as a, legitimate. 
means of forcing ‘the enemy to cease 
the acts of inhumanity which are re-. 
taliated upon. It ‘was invoked in our 
civil war and in. the War of 1812. 
Ustially the retaliation “follows im- 
mediately upon’ the inhuman act, 
sometimes it is announced in advance 
to forestall and prevent an inhuman 
act, and generally. has.been @ffica- 
cious, But. the bombardment of open 
towns has been’ proceeding now for 
ten months withont any addption of’ 
the retaliation policy. This slowness 
and reluctance, doubtless without 
parallel in.the history of, warfare, is 
probably due chiefly to the evident 
unwillingness ‘with which the Allies 
have all along faced the German de- 
termination that. civilized war shall 
becomé a thing of the past. ‘ ’ 

It is to be deplored. Retaliation has 
been recognized not as a means of 
vengeance but as a Means of preven- 
tion, You hanged our prisoners, the 
General in past wars has said, there- 
fore we shall hang yours, so that, you 
will be afraid to repeat the crime; you 
burned one of our towns, so we shall 
burn one of yours te deter you from 
burning another. But with such a 
spirit as the Germans have shown in 
this war the Allies must see that 
Tetaliation will probably have no. de- 
terrent effect. Germany from the 
first has laid about her like’a mad 
thing, with no more consideration of 
her own future than. of the preserva- 
tion of those few usages which civili- 
zation has.slowly built up to mitigate 
the horrors of war. Probably it is 
from a recognition of that fact that 
the Allies have been so slow; to invoke 
retaliation, and jhave done it at last 
only as a desperate remedy. It is to 
be_ hoped that they will confine it at 
least to the matter of bombarding 
unfortified towns, which, compared 
with other examples of Frightfulness, 
is a minor horror. : It is a losing game 
for. them; they cannot possibly com- 
pete with the Germans in ruthless- 
ness, for the reason that their people 
at home would not stand it. They 
would not permit their soldiers to 
match horror with horror, and’ any- 
thing less than that would be in- 
effective as retaliation, "4 

A.curious inconsistency in Geritiaay 
attitude toward Frightfulness is her 
unwillingness. to accept its conse- 
quences. The German official bulletin,’ 
in a tone of injury, calls attention to 
the fact that Karlsruhe was, un- 
fortified and that no military object 
could be attained by the bombard- 
ment. Whenever the German, air- 
ships bombarded some Summer_resort 
or fishing village it was ralways 
bulletined from Berlin as a “ fortified 
town.” The Allies, retaliating, are at 
least honest; Paris, in its, bulletin, 
makes no pretense that Karlsruhe was 
fortified or that any military advan- 
tage was sought by the attack, or any 
purpose but the one usually sought 
by retaliation. °

COST. 

The Board of Estimate will be quick 
to grasp the significance of the pro- 
posal, analyzed in a letter to Tue 
Times. this morning from Director 
Nupp of the Public Education Asso- 
clation® to. save the city’s money 
while providing full time in school for 
20,000 children of the Bronx now on 
part time.

It is apparent that all the factors 
which have brought about the present 
low level of exchange are still operative, 
There is a good deal of discussion of 
the need of England’s creating a credit 
here to prevent any further depreciation 
in sterling exchange, but that it should 
be clear is England's problem rather 
than ours. It is true that demoraliza- 
tion in the exchange market, which 
would impair England’s ability to pro- 
vide the funds which it needs here with- 
out too great sacrifice, would make the 
problem ours as well as England's, but 
there is nothing to indicate that any- 
thing like that condition has yet been 
reached. England is in a better Position 
than ,we are to judge when the ‘incon- 
venience imposed by a depreciated ex-~ 
change is too great to be borne com- 
fortably. When that stage is reached it 
is to be assumed that plans will be put 
in operation for credit Ghabackicns of 
some sort in this market. 
The French’ Government is now par- 
ticipating in a plan to make a large 
‘}amount of American securities held in 
France available for French borrowings 
in the United States, and it is not in- 
conceivable that. some similar arrange- 
ment may be worked out by the London 
market. Meanwhile it is regarded as a 
matter of course in banking circles that 
in the existing condition of the money 
market the British Government coulda 
readily establish a large credit here. if 
it cared to do so. Loans obtained here 
on the basis». of American collateral 
would, of course, have this distinct ad- 
vantage that they would be self-liquidat- 
ing, so to speak, provided the securities 
were obtained from the present owners 
under conditions which would permit 
not only borrowings on them but also 
their sale in the American market when 
appropriate occasion _ offered. On an- 
other phase of the matter ‘it is neces- 
sary in discussing England’s ability to 
continue to send gold to take count of
